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Report  of  Trustees 


State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Warren,  Pa. 

June  1,  1915. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities 
in  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  at 
Warren,  Pennsylvania,  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the 
thirty-third  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1915,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent 
and  other  officers,  including  an  inventory  of  the  hospital 
property,  real  and  personal. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  statistical  tables  included 
in  the  Superintendent’s  report  for  a detailed  account  of 
the  movement  in  the  hospital  population  and  of  the  hos- 
pital finances.  The  increased  prices  of  many  staple  ar- 
ticles which  have  prevailed  for  the  past  year  rendered 
it  difficult  to  maintain  existing  standards  within  our  in- 
come. A small  deficit  was  avoided  only  by  practically 
exhausting,  during  the  last  weeks  of  the  biennial  period, 
our  store-room  supply  of  many  commodities. 

The  Trustees  regret  their  inability  to  proceed  with 
the  development  of  the  hospital  and  improvement  of 
the  service  that  would  have  been  possible  had  their  ap- 
propriation requests  been  granted  by  the  Legislature. 
Upon  the  advice  of  your  Board  the  original  estimate  of 
requirements  prepared  by  the  Trustees  was  materially 
reduced,  in  the  expectation  that  favorable  action  would 
be  taken  upon  the  item  for  a new  building  if  the  other 
requirements  were  omitted  at  this  time.  The  failure  to 
secure  favorable  consideration  of  this  request  will  ren- 
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der  it  impossible  to  increase  our  capacity  for  practi- 
cally four  years,  even  if  the  next  Legislature  appro- 
priated money  for  this  purpose.  The  hospital  is  badly 
overcrowded  now  and  the  annual  increase  of  patients 
from  the  counties  comprising  our  hospital  district  is 
about  fifty.  Serious  overcrowding  is  certain  before  any 
relief  can  be  expected.  Furthermore  the  long-planned 
improvement  of  the  medical  service  is  deferred,  as  the 
new  building  was  desired  not  only  to  furnish  more  beds 
but  also  better  facilities  for  the  care  of  our  new  cases 
than  is  afforded  in  the  older  buildings. 

We  are  able  to  report  that  the  new  power  house 
granted  by  the  last  Legislature  has  been  in  successful 
operation  since  last  fall  and  during  the  past  winter  it 
has  been  demonstrated  by  exact  comparisons  of  fuel 
consumption  that  our  engineer’s  estimate  of  a saving  of 
twelve  thousand  dollars  was  not  unwarranted.  We  now 
have  adequate  foundation  for  any  increase  in  heat, 
light  and  power  requirements  that  may  be  needed  for 
years  to  come  and  can  obtain  safe  and  economical  serv- 
ice in  this  department. 

The  changes  in  the  plumbing  system  and  the  renova- 
tion of  dining-rooms,  bath  rooms  and  lavatories  have 
been  made  and  the  hygienic  condition  of  the  main  build- 
ing has  been  greatly  improved  in  consequence.  It  is  a 
fact,  worthy  of  note,  that  since  routine  prophylactic 
vaccination  for  typhoid  fever  was  adopted  three  years 
ago  there  have  been  no  cases  of  typhoid  among  patients 
or  employees.  We  feel  assured  that  enteric  diseases,  for- 
merly so  common  in  this  hospital,  are  now  practically 
controlled  by  better  sanitation  and  prophylactic  treat- 
ment. 

The  building  for  contagious  diseases  has  been  erected 
this  spring.  It  furnishes  safe  provision  for  the  care  of 
infectious  cases  that  occur  from  time  to  time. 

The  congested  condition  of  the  central  building  has 
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been  overcome  by  the  completion  of  a house  for  the 
Superintendent.  The  quarters  in  the  old  building,  am- 
ple for  the  early  needs  of  the  hospital,  have  long  since 
been  outgrown  as  the  hospital  has  nearly  doubled  in 
size,  with  the  commensurate  increased  necessity  for  more 
office  space  and  living  quarters  for  the  larger  number  of 
people  employed. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  unremitting  activity  of  the 
medical  staff  in  the  performance,  not  only  of  routine 
daily  duties,  but  also  in  commendable  efforts  to  solve 
some  of  the  many  problems  presented  in  the  medical 
service  of  a large  hospital.  We  commend  this  spirit  as 
being  conducive  to  the  highest  fulfillment  of  the  hos- 
pital’s sole  function,  the  care  and  treatment  of  its  pa- 
tients. 

The  Trustees  have  given  careful  attention  to  the  gen- 
eral administration  of  the  hospital’s  business  and  to  the 
organization  and  supervision  of  its  various  activities  and 
append  hereto  the  result  of  their  conclusions  in  the 
form  of  new  By-Laws,  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  approved  by  the  Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth  as  required  by  law. 

Since  the  last  report  our  Board  of  Trustees  has  lost 
by  death  two  of  its  oldest  members.  The  formal  reso- 
lutions, in  which  we  make  official  record  of  these  sad 
occurrences,  are  inadequate  to  express  our  sense  of  per- 
sonal loss  and  sorrow. 

Resolutions 

Whereas,  the  presidency  of  this  Board  has  been  va- 
cated by  the  lamented  death  of  Hon.  O.  C.  Allen,  who 
for  many  years  has  presided  over  and  participated  in 
the  deliberations  of  the  Board: 

Be  it  resolved,  That  deploring  the  death  of  our  late 
associate  and  presiding  officer  we  desire  to  record  our 
appreciation  of  the  zeal  and  devotion  which  he  never 
failed  to  give  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  of  the  ability  and  success  through  incal- 
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culable  service  in  maintaining  for  the  hospital  agreeable 
and  advantageous  relations  with  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  and  with  the  Executive  and  Legislative  De- 
partments of  the  State  Government. 

Whereas,  the  lamented  death  of  Hon.  S.  R.  Mason 
has  removed  from  the  membership  of  this  Board  one 
who,  by  reason  of  his  high  character,  his  long  and  faith- 
ful service,  and  genial  personal  qualities,  has  endeared 
himself  to  all  his  associates: 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Board  la- 
ment as  a personal  bereavement  the  decease  of  our  fel- 
low member,  and  desire  to  record  this  testimony  to  his 
unremitting  fidelity  to  his  official  trust. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  recognize  the  valuable  assist- 
ance of  Dr.  Mary  P.  Mitchell,  who  has  voluntarily  and 
without  compensation  undertaken  certain  daily  duties 
in  connection  with  the  care  of  convalescent  female  pa- 
tients for  which  work  she  is  well  qualified  both  by  pro- 
fessional experience  and  education. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  commenda- 
tion of  the  character  of  the  service  rendered  to  this  in- 
stitution and  to  the  state  by  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  H. 
W.  Mitchell,  whose  administration  has  been  distin- 
guished not  only  for  its  economic  results,  but  also  for 
the  systematic  and  progressive  work  in  the  medical 
service  of  the  institution  which  he  and  his  efficient  staff 
have  hitherto  conducted  with  signal  success.

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As  indicated  by  the  above  table  the  number  of  pa- 
tients in  the  hospital  shows  an  increase  of  thirty-seven, 
which  is  somewhat  less  than  the  expected  annual  in- 
crease of  patients  committed  from  the  northwestern  hos- 
pital district.  The  daily  average  was  forty-two  greater 
than  last  year.  Of  the  346  admissions,  192  were  males 
and  154  females.  There  were  10  “Habit  Cases.”  The 
practice  continues  of  sending  many  of  this  class  to  the 
hospital  upon  regular  commitment  as  indigent,  insane 
patients,  and  the  number  has  increased  since  the  Har- 
rison act  went  into  effect.  The  total  number  of  persons 
under  treatment  for  the  year  was  1,850  and  there  were 
128  deaths,  equivalent  to  6.9  per  cent  of  the  total  popu- 
lation. Of  this  number  nearly  all  were  suffering  from 
hopeless  mental  disease.  There  were  43  recoveries  from 
the  conditions  that  necessitated  commitment  and  101 
cases  were  discharged  as  improved.  The  wide  variations 
noted  in  the  report  of  “recoveries”  from  different 
sources  should  not  be  considered  seriously  unless  co- 
related with  the  equally  variable  estimate  of  what  con- 
stitutes a “recovery.”  We  have  used  the  term  only 
when  carefully  considered  facts  in  the  life  of  the  indi- 
vidual patient  appeared  to  warrant  the  unquestionable 
use  of  the  term. 

Of  those  patients  whose  nativity  was  known,  75  per 
cent  were  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  15  per  cent  were 
of  foreign  birth. 

Unfortunately  the  development  of  the  State  Hospital 
for  Criminal  Insane  has  not  advanced  to  a point  where 
all  commitments  from  penal  institutions  can  be  sent 
there  directly,  and  during  the  year  seven  cases  were 
committed  by  Court  order.  Ultimately  we  may  expect 
relief  from  the  menace  caused  by  the  presence  of  this 
class  of  inmates. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  very 
good.  Aside  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system, 
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which  are  so  often  the  result  of  a terminal  state,  there 
have  been  only  three  deaths  from  acute  illness. 

One  male  patient  made  a successful  suicidal  attempt 
by  hanging.  For  a long  period  he  had  been  suffering 
from  an  ill-defined  depression.  The  improvement  had 
been  so  pronounced  that  his  removal  by  friends  was 
contemplated,  and  the  suicidal  intent  was  not  foreseen. 
The  case  was  reported  to  the  Coroner  and  his  report 
forwarded  to  the  Committee  on  Lunacy,  a custom  fol- 
lowed for  the  past  few  years  in  all  cases  of  death  oc- 
curring unexpectedly  or  due  to  causes  that  can  be  de- 
termined only  by  an  autopsy,  performed  under  the  Coro- 
ner’s order. 

A brief  analysis  of  the  admissions  and  discharges  fol- 
lows, using  the  classification  required  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Lunacy: 

Infective  Exhaustive  Psychoses 

Three  men  and  two  women  were  placed  under  the 
classification  of  exhaustion  psychoses,  thus  making  a 
total  of  five  or  1.4  per  cent  of  the  346  admissions.  The 
three  men  were  elderly  people  in  whom  the  mental  dis- 
turbance was  secondary  to  cardio-vascular  and  renal 
disease.  Both  of  the  women  developed  the  phychosis 
following  pregnancy.  During  the  year  two  cases  under 
this  classification  were  discharged  as  improved  and 
three  as  restored. 


Alcoholic  Psychoses 

Out  of  the  346  cases  admitted  to  the  hospital,  alcohol 
was  responsible  for  thirty-three  or  9.8  per  cent.  Of 
these  patients  thirty  were  men  and  three  women.  Seven 
of  the  men  were  committed  under  the  terms  of  the  habit 
act,  but  one  of  these  developed  a definite  psychosis. 
The  two  women  committed  under  this  act  showed  no 
evidence  of  any  psychosis.  It  was  impossible  to  obtain 
evidence  of  any  distinct  psychosis  in  eleven  of  the 
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twenty-three  men  who  were  committed  as  insane,  so 
they  were  classified  as  Chronic  Alcoholism.  Therefore, 
but  thirteen  alcoholic  psychoses  were  found  among  the 
men  and  they  were  divided  as  follows:  Sub-acute  alco- 

holic hallucinosis,  five ; alcoholic  delusional  insanity, 
five ; delirium  tremens,  one ; and  unclassified,  two.  The 
one  case  among  the  women  was  diagnosed  as  sub-acute 
alcoholic  hallucinosis.  During  the  hospital  year  twenty- 
four  alcoholic  cases  have  been  discharged.  Eleven  of 
these  were  considered  to  be  restored,  and  thirteen  to  be 
improved. 


Drug  and  Other  Toxic  Psychoses 

The  use  of  opium  and  allied  drugs  resulted  in  the 
commitment  of  three  men  and  five  women,  a total  of 
eight,  or  2.3  per  cent  of  the  346  admissions.  One  man 
was  committed  under  the  terms  of  the  habit  act  and  ex- 
hibited no  psychosis.  Two  men  and  five  women  were 
committed  as  insane,  and  of  these  only  one,  a male,  was 
found  to  have  a definite  psychosis.  One  case  of  drug 
psychosis  was  discharged  as  improved. 

General  Paralysis  of  the  Insane 

General  Paralysis  of  the  Insane  was  diagnosed  in 
twenty-two  men  and  seven  women,  a total  of  twenty- 
nine  or  8.4  per  cent  of  the  346  admissions.  Divided 
rather  arbitrarily  into  the  various  types,  there  were: 
demented,  sixteen;  grandiose,  eight;  tabetic,  three,  and 
depressed,  two.  Remissions  during  which  the  patients 
were  relatively  normal  occurred  in  four  men  and  two 
women,  or  in  20  per  cent  of  all  the  cases.  The  aid  which 
the  laboratory  has  given,  in  correctly  diagnosing  this 
condition,  is  best  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  no  case  in 
which  the  typical  laboratory  findings  were  present  and 
which  was  diagnosed  as  paresis  at  the  staff  meetings 
has  failed  to  show  the  pathological  changes  expected 
when  the  case  came  to  autopsy.  Two  cases  of  this  dis- 
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ease  were  discharged  as  improved,  and  two  as  unim- 
proved. All  of  these  were  removed  against  the  advice 
of  the  hospital  staff. 

Organic  Dementia 

This  classification  has  been  used  principally  for  cases 
which  have  shown  a mental  deterioration  dependent  on 
definite  cerebral  changes,  usually  of  an  arteriosclerotic 
nature.  Seventeen  cases,  or  4.9  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  admissions,  were  in  this  group,  nine  being 
males  and  eight  females.  Of  the  whole  number  four- 
teen showed  paralytic  residuals,  while  three  had  epilep- 
tiform attacks  with  no  marked  motor  or  sensory  dis- 
turbance. In  the  six  cases  of  clinical  organic  dementia 
which  have  come  to  autopsy,  the  presence  of  cerebral 
arteriosclerosis  has  been  demonstrated.  There  were  six 
of  this  class  discharged  during  the  year;  of  these  five 
were  improved  and  one  unimproved. 

Dementia  Praecox 

The  largest  percentage  of  cases  admitted  during  the 
year  has  come  under  the  above  classification.  There 
were  91  cases,  or  26.3  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
admissions.  The  distribution  as  to  sex  was  nearly  equal, 
there  being  45  males  and  46  females.  The  differentia- 
tion as  to  type  is  sometimes  difficult,  as  symptoms  of 
each  type  are  exhibited  in  the  one  case.  The  paranoid 
type  predominated  with  47  cases,  19  males  and  28  fe- 
males; the  hebephrenic  came  next  with  31  cases,  15 
males  and  16  females;  then  the  catatonic  group  with 
13  cases,  9 being  males  and  4 females.  In  two  of  the 
cases  there  was  a recognized  imbecility  prior  to  the 
onset  of  the  psychosis,  and  in  three  cases  alcohol  had 
been  used  to  such  an  extent  that  the  clinical  picture  was 
markedly  altered.  There  were  48  dementia  praecox 
cases  discharged  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  nine 
were  not  improved,  and  39  were  improved;  none  were 
recovered. 
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Depression  Undifferentiated 

There  have  been  four  cases  or  1.2  per  cent  of  the 
total  admissions,  all  of  whom  were  males,  who  came 
under  this  classification.  The  symptomatology  was  un- 
like the  depressed  phase  of  manic  depressive  insanity, 
and  the  condition  was  precipitated  by  prolonged  illness 
in  some  of  the  cases,  and  in  others  by  cardio-renal  in- 
sufficiency of  arteriosclerotic  origin. 

Senile  Psychoses 

This  grouping  has  been  used  principally  for  cases 
where  the  mental  impairment  was  due  to  cortical 
atrophy,  although  some  cases  showed  clinical  evidences 
of  moderate  cerebral  arteriosclerosis.  During  the  year 
24  cases  coming  under  this  group  were  admitted,  this 
number  being  6.9  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions. 
There  were  14  males  and  10  females. 

There  have  been  four  cases,  two  males  and  two  fe- 
males who  have  developed  delusional  systems  during 
the  fifth  decade  of  life  with  diminished  affect  and  no 
disturbance  of  consciousness;  in  these  cases  a diagnosis 
of  presenile  delusional  insanity  was  made.  Of  the  two 
cases  diagnosed  senile  dementia  who  were  discharged, 
one  was  improved  and  one  unimproved. 

Manic-Depressive  Psychoses 

During  the  past  year  65  cases,  or  18.8  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  admissions,  have  been  diagnosed  as 
manic  depressive  insanity.  Of  these  24  were  males,  and 
41  were  females.  In  the  depressed  state  the  males  pre- 
dominated in  the  ratio  of  five  to  four,  while  in  the 
manic  state  the  females  exceeded  the  males  in  the  pro- 
portion of  13  to  6.  Of  the  total  number  of  manic  de- 
pressive cases,  36  were  admitted  for  the  first  time,  14 
for  the  second,  11  for  the  third,  and  7 for  the  fourth  or 
more  times.  In  single  and  multiple  admissions  the  two 
sexes  were  approximately  equal.  Defective  heredity 
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was  evident  in  the  majority  of  cases.  In  a few  instances 
alcoholic  excesses  .seemed  to  be  a symptom  of  the  psy- 
chosis. There  were  50  manic-depressive  cases  dis- 
charged during  the  year;  of  this  number  30  were  im- 
proved and  20  recovered. 

There  has  been  a group  of  cases,  17  in  number,  or 
4.9  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions,  in  which  depres- 
sions have  developed  during  the  involutional  period, 
and  for  this  group  the  term  manic-depressive,  depressed 
phase,  involutional  type,  has  been  used.  The  sympto- 
matology differs  from  the  regular  type  of  depression,  as 
the  psycho-motor  retardation  is  replaced  by  agitation 
and  the  difficulty  in  thinking  by  a flight  of  depressive 
ideas.  The  condition,  however,  tends  to  recur,  and  for 
this  reason  they  are  put  in  the  manic-depressive  group. 
In  this  classification  there  were  five  males  and  twelve 
females. 

Paranoiac  Condition 

It  is  difficult  at  times  to  differentiate  between  para- 
noid dementia  praecox  and  paranoia,  but  in  the  one 
case,  a woman,  classed  as  paranoia,  the  delusional  system 
had  been  present  for  thirty  years  or  more  and  little  de- 
terioration was  demonstrable.  Hallucinations  were 
prominent  early  but  are  infrequent  now.  One  case  was 
discharged  improved. 

Hysterical  Psychoses 

There  were  two  cases,  or  .6  per  cent  of  the  total  ad- 
missions of  the  year  who  were  classed  as  hysteria.  Both 
were  women.  There  were  five  cases  coming  under  this 
heading  discharged  during  the  year,  all  improved. 

Epileptic  Psychoses 

The  number  of  epileptics  admitted  during  the  year 
was  16,  or  4.6  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions.  This 
number  was  equally  divided  between  the  sexes.  In 
nine  cases  the  resulting  dementia  was  tke  immediate 
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cause  of  admission,  while  in  the  remaining  seven  cases 
periods  of  hallucinatory  excitement  necessitated  com- 
mitment. The  cases  of  epilepsy  in  which  cerebral  ar- 
teriosclerosis was  the  etiological  factor  are  considered 
under  the  heading  of  organic  dementia.  The  discharges 
from  the  epileptic  group  numbered  four  during  the 
year,  three  being  improved  and  one  not  improved. 

Imbecility 

Imbecility  was  considered  the  predominant  factor  in 
causing  the  commitment  of  sixteen  men  and  twelve 
women,  a total  of  twenty-eight,  or  8.1  per  cent  of  the 
346  admissions.  There  was  a complication  of  manic-de- 
pressive psychosis  in  two  men  and  three  women ; and  of 
alcoholic  excess  in  five  men  and  one  woman.  The  re- 
maining nine  men  and  eight  women  showed  nothing  ex- 
cept a failure  to  adapt  themselves  to  conditions  in  the 
outside  world  such  as  could  be  readily  accounted  for  by 
congenital  defect.  During  the  year  three  cases  diag- 
nosed as  imbecility  were  discharged  as  improved  and 
one  as  unimproved. 

Unclassified  Psjrcihoses 

Fourteen  men  and  eight  women  were  placed  on  the 
unclassified  list,  making  a total  of  twenty-two,  or  6.2 
per  cent  of  the  346  admissions.  In  three  of  these  cases 
there  was  some  doubt  as  to  whether  there  was  a real 
psychosis  or  not,  five  cases  were  suggestive  of  both  de- 
mentia praecox  and  an  alcoholic  psychosis,  four  showed 
many  characteristics  of  both  dementia  praecox  and 
manic-depressive  psychosis,  one  was  an  alcoholic  with 
possibly  an  early  general  paralysis  of  the  insane,  in  two 
organic  dementia  and  general  paralysis  of  the  insane 
could  not  be  differentiated,  and  in  seven  no  attempt  at 
classification  was  made.  In  the  course  of  the  hospital 
year  three  unclassified  cases  were  discharged  as  re- 
stored, three  as  improved  and  three  as  unimproved.

Not  Insane 

But  one  case  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  that  could 
be  definitely  proven  not  insane,  if  we  omit  several  cases 
of  chronic  alcoholism  that  were  improperly  committed 
as  insane. 

The  extent  and  character  of  the  medical  work,  dis- 
cussed in  last  year’s  report  in  considerable  detail,  has 
been  continued  unchanged  in  any  essentials.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  routine  work  involved  in  the  individual  care 
of  cases  the  hospital  physicians  have  co-operated  in 
creditable  work  of  investigation.  Particular  attention 
has  been  given  to  some  of  the  many  problems  arising 
from  the  relation  of  syphilis  to  mental  disorders.  Rou- 
tine Wassermann  examinations  have  been  continued  in 
all  admissions.  Among  the  men  15.9  per  cent  gave  posi- 
tive serum  findings  as  compared  with  7.85  per  cent  in 
the  women.  The  Swift-Ellis  method  of  intra-spinous 
treatment  of  paresis  has  been  employed  for  three  years 
and  whatever  may  be  the  final,  determined  value  of  the 
method  in  the  treatment  of  paresis,  we  have  seen 
enough,  up  to  the  present  period  of  observation,  to  jus- 
tify the  caution  in  predicting  a cure  for  any  case  of  well 
established  paresis  v/hich  was  advised  by  some  early  ob- 
servers. It  is,  of  course,  unreasonable  to  expect  any 
marked  repair  of  the  anatomical  damage  caused  by  pa- 
resis and  in  advanced  cases  there  is  no  reasonable  hope 
for  brilliant  therapeutic  results.  There  is  some  ground 
for  the  belief  that  early  diagnoses,  by  the  aid  of  sero- 
logical and  chemical  tests,  may  result  in  a much  earlier 
application  of  therapeutic  effort  and  a possible  check 
to  the  disease.  Many  cases  under  prolonged  treatment 
and  observation  are  needed  to  satisfactorily  determine 
this  question  which  remains  as  a stimulus  to  hospital 
physicians,  for  a continuation  of  effort  upon  a concrete 
medical  problem. 
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To  the  usual,  routine  laboratory  examinations  has 
been  added  the  exquisitely  sensitive  colloidal  gold  test 
for  paresis.  This  has  been  used  in  this  hospital  for  a 
year  and  more  than  two  hundred  spinal  fluids  have 
been  examined.  In  all  cases  of  paresis,  also  in  three 
cases  of  cerebro-spinal  syphilis,  typical  paretic  curves 
were  obtained.  In  one  case  of  paresis  the  first  exam- 
ination gave  a luetic  curve  and  the  second,  made  a few 
weeks  later,  a typical  paretic  curve.  After  more  than 
three  hundred  tests  for  albumin  in  the  spinal  fluid  had 
been  made,  the  method  was  abandoned  as  having  no 
important  diagnostic  value.  The  results  of  the  colloidal 
gold  and  other  tests  used  in  examination  of  the  spinal 
fluid  have  been  made  the  subject  of  a paper  by  mem- 
bers of  the  staff. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  examinations,  the  solution 
of  such  problems  as  are  constantly  arising  is  attempted. 
It  is  believed  that  the  question  of  preventing  typhoid 
fever  epidemics  in  hospitals  has  been  settled.  Hereto- 
fore in  this  institution  there  have  been  cases  of  typhoid 
almost  every  year  and  occasionally  an  epidemic.  Since 
routine  immunization  was  begun  three  years  ago  there 
has  been  one  very  mild  case  of  typhoid.  Every  six 
months  all  the  patients  admitted  during  that  interval 
are  immunized.  The  duration  of  the  immunity  is  un- 
known and  it  is  proposed  not  to  repeat  the  vaccination 
until  typhoid  again  makes  its  appearance  among  the  im- 
munized. 

The  gross  and  microscopical  findings  of  the  brain, 
cord  and  viscera  in  all  cases  where  autopsy  was  permit- 
ted have  been  recorded  as  part  of  the  case  history.  Ap- 
proximately 60  per  cent  of  available  cases  were  au- 
topsied. 

The  relation  of  the  cholesterol  content  of  the  blood 
serum  to  the  Wassermann  reaction  and  the  quantity  of 
spinal  fluid  and  its  cholesterol  content  have  been  in- 
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vestigated.  The  cholesterol  content  of  the  serum  bears 
no  relation  to  the  Wassermann  reaction  and  the  quan- 
tity of  spinal  fluid  and  its  cholesterol  content  varies 
markedly  in  all  the  psychoses.  One  paper  on  these  sub- 
jects has  already  been  published  and  a second  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  printer. 

During  the  year  a series  of  lectures  on  the  anatomy 
and  physiology  of  the  nervous  system  was  given  to  the 
Warren  County  Medical  Society  by  the  Pathologist.

Dr.  Newcomb,  after  two  years  service,  secured  an  ap- 
pointment as  Clinical  Director  at  the  Osawatomie  State 
Hospital,  Kansas. 

Dr.  Morton  passed  the  Illinois  Civil  Service  examina- 
tion and  accepted  an  appointment  to  the  Peoria  State 
Hospital. 

The  hospital  loses  the  services  of  two  valuable  assist- 
ants through  their  earned  advancement. 

Mrs.  Finlayson  continues  the  field  work  described  in 
the  last  annual  report.  Her  work  is  a distinct  advant- 
age to  the  better  knowledge  of  our  patients’  antece- 
dents, and  their  subsequent  career  after  leaving  the  hos- 
pital. The  accumulation  of  many  well  studied  family 
histories  has  a positive  value  to  those  interested  in 
hereditary  influences  and  the  visits  to  paroled  patients 
are  usually  fully  appreciated,  as  being  an  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  hospital  to  show  an  active  and  helpful  inter- 
est in  the  patients  who  have  returned  to  their  families. 

Increased  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to 
interest  backward  patients  in  normal  employment.  The 
beneficial  effects  following  the  operation  of  a work 
room  established  three  years  ago  on  the  women’s 
wards,  under  the  supervision  of  a graduate  nurse,  were 
so  pronounced  that  the  method  of  ward  employment 
has  been  extended  by  the  development  of  two  other 
work  rooms  situated  on  the  wards.  Three  nurses  devote 
practically  all  their  time  to  the  supervision  of  these  ac- 
tivities and  others  are  called  upon  as  may  be  needed. 
An  effort  is  made  to  interest  many  patients  for  short 
hours  rather  than  a few  for  full  days.  The  productive  ca- 
pacity of  the  workers  thus  employed  more  than  compen- 
sates for  the  expense,  but  what  is  of  more  importance 
many  patients  are  helped  to  develop  or  retain 
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habits  of  order  and  industry.  Within  the  year 
346  different  women  patients  have  been  thus  em- 
ployed for  longer  or  shorter  periods.  This  num- 
ber of  “workers”  is  in  addition  to  those  more  regu- 
larly employed  in  laundry,  kitchen,  dining-rooms, 
sewing-room  and  in  ward  work.  The  Art  Class  employ- 
ment has  furnished  more  aesthetic  recreation  for  some 
50  patients,  who  have  been  engaged  and  instructed  in 
various  handicrafts  by  Mrs.  Long,  who  for  years  has 
given  her  entire  time  to  this  branch  of  the  hospital 
work.  Normal  employment  is  one  of  the  best  means  of 
“treatment”  that  can  be  given  most  of  our  patients, 
when  it  can  be  adapted  to  the  patients’  capacity  and 
not  made  burdensome,  as  so  often  happens  unless  the 
schedule  of  work  is  constantly  supervised.  Much  can 
be  done  upon  the  wards  to  employ  the  activities  of 
many  who  would  otherwise  be  idle  and  the  product  of 
their  work  and  the  benefit  to  the  patients  more  than 
repay  the  efforts  and  expense. 

The  dental  needs  of  the  indigent  patients  are  at- 
tended by  Joseph  T.  Danforth,  D.  D.  S.,  who  visits  the 
hospital  twice  weekly  for  this  purpose  and  whose  work 
for  the  past  year  is  presented  in  the  following  table :

Under  the  interested  and  competent  leadership  of 
Mrs.  MacLaren,  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  the  training 
school  continues  to  fulfill  its  function  in  a very  satisfac- 
tory manner.  Of  last  year’s  graduates,  ten  are  still  em- 
ployed by  the  hospital  though  two  are  temporarily  ab- 
sent while  taking  advanced  work  in  New  York  hospitals 
to  better  fit  themselves  for  continued  service  in  this 
hospital.  The  last  State  Board  examination  for  registry 
of  nurses  was  successfully  passed  by  thirteen  of  our 
graduates,  which  is  perhaps  the  best  proof  that  training 
schools  of  this  type  can  be  made  helpful  to  the  nurse 
even  as  her  work  is  beneficial  to  the  hospital.  The  list 
of  1914  graduates  follows:

The  usual  attention  to  amusements  reported  in  pre- 
vious years  has  been  sustained,  the  weekly  picnics  given 
to  about  300  patients  during  the  summer  season  being 
the  most  distinctive  method  of  entertainment  employed. 
Liberal  use  of  the  local  parole  system  affords  much 
pleasure  to  many  patients  able  and  desirous  to  help 
themselves. 

The  farm  operations  have  shown  average  crop  yields 
despite  a hard  season,  while  the  herd  of  cattle  has  in- 
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creased  to  about  250  head.  The  constant  effort  that  is 
being  made  to  increase  the  percentage  of  registered 
stock  is  shown  in  an  increased  milk  supply,  and  a higher 
return  from  the  sale  of  excess  stock.  The  milk  produc- 
tion for  the  year  was  364,084  quarts,  a gain  of  28,235 
quarts  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Two  hundred 
and  fifty  cattle  were  given  the  tuberculin  test  this  spring 
with  only  two  reactions.  Only  glandular  infection  was 
found  by  the  State  Veterinary  Inspectors,  who  passed 
the  carcasses  for  beef. 

Mr.  Johnston,  the  farmer,  has  added  35  acres  of  till- 
age land  to  the  farm  by  an  amount  of  work  in  clearing 
rough,  stony  ground  that  would  be  prohibitive  except- 
ing for  the  hospital  labor,  of  which  an  abundance  can 
be  furnished. 

The  supply  of  team  horses  is  being  assured  by  raising 
our  own  colts,  which  can  be  accomplished  economically 
on  the  hospital  farm. 

The  piggery  has  been  operated  to  profit,  with  no  dis- 
ease among  the  swine. 

The  unusual  strain  upon  our  finances  occasioned  by 
increased  prices  of  many  staple  articles  has  been  con- 
stantly felt  and  a deficit  was  threatened  for  the  bien- 
nial period,  but  was  avoided  by  curtailment  of  all  but 
vital  purchases  and  the  consumption  of  stock  on  hand, 
procedures  not  so  much  indications  of  economical  ad- 
ministration as  of  necessity  at  the  end  of  our  fiscal 
period. 

The  wasteful  and  unbusinesslike  methods  of  receiv- 
ing our  income  and  paying  bills  hitherto  prevailing, 
should  be  terminated  by  the  operation  of  a legislative 
enactment,  passed  upon  the  initiative  of  the  Association 
of  Trustees  and  Superintendents,  and  providing  for 
monthly  receipts  and  disbursements,  through  advances 
approved  by  the  Auditor  General  as  may  be  needed. 
This  should  entirely  obviate  the  disadvantages  of  the 
old  quarterly  settlements. 
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All  of  the  construction  work,  provided  for  by  the  ap- 
propriations of  the  1913  Legislature,  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

The  power  house  has  been  in  use  since  last  fall  and 
its  operation  in  six  months  has  effected  a saving  in  fuel 
of  approximately  $7,000. 

Unfortunately  a much  needed  building  for  the  care 
of  acute  cases  cannot  be  erected  this  year  as  we  had 
hoped.  A few  improvements  during  the  biennial  period 
will  be  possible  should  the  recommendations  of  the  ap- 
propriation committee  be  finally  approved.

APPENDIX 


By-Laws  and  Regulations 


Adopted  and  Approved  December,  1914. 
ORGANIC  LAW 

“The  Trustees  shall  appoint,  or  authorize  the  appoint- 
ment of  and  exercise  control  over  all  officers  and  assist- 
ants in  the  institution,  and  shall  have  direction  of  the 
duties  of  the  same,  subject,  however,  to  the  existing 
laws  regulating  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  officers 
of  such  institutions.” 

“The  Trustees,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, shall  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall 
be  necessary.” 

Organic  Act  of  June  8th,  1881,  and  Amendment,  June 
25th,  1895. 

SECTION  1.  BY-LAWS 
CHAPTER  1. 

1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  quarterly  meet- 
ings at  the  Hospital  on  the  third  Friday  of  March,  June, 
September  and  December,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  in- 
spect the  Hospital,  examine  and  act  upon  the  reports  of 
the  officers  and  committees  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  trans- 
act such  other  business  as  shall  require  their  attention. 
They  shall  hold  their  annual  meeting  on  the  third  Fri- 
day of  June  in  each  and  every  year  for  the  election  of 
officers  and  Superintendent,  and  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving the  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  Treas- 
urer, and  Steward,  and  to  agree  upon  the  annual  report 
of  the  Trustees,  which  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or  some  one  of  the  Board  designated  by  him. 

2.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  President, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing, or  until  his  successor  is  elected. 
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3.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Vice-Presi- 
dent, who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected. 

4.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  the  Board,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected. 

5.  They  shall  elect  a Treasurer,  who  shall  not  be  a 
Trustee,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Board.  He  shall  give  a bond  in  the  sum  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

6.  They  shall  annually  appoint  a Superintendent,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Organic  law,  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board. 

7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  an  inventory  of  all  real  and  personal  property 
of  the  Hospital,  which  shall  be  transmitted  with  the  an- 
nual reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Steward  and  Treas- 
urer, to  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  they  shall  be 
printed  for  general  distribution. 

8.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by 
the  President  at  his  discretion,  and  he  shall  call  such 
meetings  whenever  three  members  shall  make  a written 
request  for  the  same. 

9.  The  Trustees  shall  maintain  an  effective  inspection 
of  the  Hospital,  and  the  conduct  of  its  administration, 
for  which  purpose  the  Board,  or  a majority  of  its  mem- 
bers, shall  visit  and  inspect  it  at  least  once  every  quar- 
ter, and  shall  cause  it  to  be  visited  and  inspected  month- 
ly, or  oftener,  by  a committee,  or  committees  of  the 
Board,  who  shall  make  report  thereon  in  writing. 

10.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  appoint  an- 
nually the  following  standing  committees,  each  to  be 
composed  of  four  members,  to-wit: 

1.  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Committee  on  Employees  and  Salaries. 
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3.  Committee  on  Purchase. 

4.  Committee  on  Buildings. 

5.  Committee  on  Farm. 

6.  Committee  on  Audit. 

7.  Visiting  Committee. 

The  President  of  the  Board  shall  be,  ex-officio  a mem- 
ber of  all  standing  committees'  and  unless  otherwise 
specified  of  all  special  committees.  The  Superintendent 
shall  attend  the  meetings  of  all  committees,  except  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  shall  keep  a written  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  all  Committees  except  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

11.  Entry  shall  be  made  in  a book  kept  at  the  Hos- 
pital for  that  purpose  of  the  date  of  each  visit  of  each 
Trustee,  whether  individually  as  a member  of  the 
Board,  or  as  a member  of  a committee. 

12.  No  Trustee  or  resident  officer  of  the  Hospital 
shall  be  in  any  wise  interested,  directly  or  indirectly  in 
any  purchase  for,  or  any  furnishings  to  the  Hospital,  nor 
shall  any  person  holding  the  office  of  Trustee  receive 
any  money,  valuable  thing  or  compensation  of  any  na- 
ture whatsoever,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  material 
or  article  furnished,  or  labor  or  services  performed, 
whether  official  or  otherwise,  nor  upon  any  agreement 
or  appointment  in  relation  thereto,  express  or  implied. 

CHAPTER  II. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  AND  COMMITTEES. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  usually  pertain 
to  the  office  in  similar  institutions. 

2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  latter. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  all 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  keep  a record  of 
its  proceedings,  and  give  notice  to  the  members,  by  mail 
or  otherwise,  of  all  meetings  at  such  time  previous 
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thereto  as  the  President,  or  members  calling  the  meeting 
may  direct,  and  if  special,  to  state  the  business  for 
which  they  are  convened. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive, 
hold  and  disburse,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees, 
all  moneys  which  may  be  granted  by  the  Legislature  or 
obtained  from  any  other  source,  for  the  use  of  the  insti- 
tution; and  once  in  each  year  on  the  third  Friday  of 
June,  and  as  often  as  may  be  required,  he  shall  exhibit 
an  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  all  the 
vouchers  therefor,  for  the  examination  of  the  Board.  He 
shall  also  present  a statement  of  his  accounts  at  each 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  accompanied  by 
vouchers. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  over- 
sight of  all  matters  of  administration  affecting  the  disci- 
pline or  policy  of  the  Hospital,  or  touching  upon  its  re- 
lations with  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities  and 
other  branches  of  the  State  Government,  and  when  the 
Board  is  not  in  session,  shall  be  consulted  by  the  Superin- 
tendent in  important  matters  of  hospital  policy  or  ad- 
ministration, and  shall  give  directions  with  respect 
thereto  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Employees  and  Salaries  shall 
establish  minimum  and  maximum  rates  of  wages  for  all 
grades  of  service  within  the  limits  of  which  the  Super- 
intendent shall  fix  the  compensation  of  all  employees. 
The  committee  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  salaries  of  all 
officers,  other  than  the  Superintendent,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  latter,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Purchase  shall  secure,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Steward,  quarterly  proposals,  solicited 
by  advertisement  for  all  Hospital  supplies  or  needs,  in 
so  far  as  practicable,  and  report  the  same  with  recom- 
mendations for  purchase  to  the  Board  at  each  quarterly 
meeting;  and  shall  have  general  supervision  and  direc- 
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tion  of  all  purchases  for  the  Hospital  in  conjunction 
with  the  Steward  in  emergencies,  or  where  not  other- 
wise provided  for.  All  purchases  shall  be  consummated 
by  an  award  officially  issued  by  the  Steward  as,  and 
when  authorized. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  shall  exercise  over- 
sight over  all  buildings  on  the  Hospital  property;  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  all  extraordinary  repairs  or  altera- 
tions of  existing  buildings  and  supervise  all  such  repairs 
or  alterations  when  authorized  and,  unless  otherwise 
voted  by  the  Board,  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
supervising  the  erection  of  any  new  buildings  on  the 
Hospital  premises,  and  the  expenditure  of  all  funds  ap- 
propriated for  such  purposes. 

9.  The  Farm  Committee  shall  have  general  oversight 
and  supervision  of  the  farm,  garden  and  grounds,  and 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board,  or  Committee  on  Pur- 
chase, from  time  to  time,  such  purchases  therefor  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary. 

10.  The  Committee  on  Audit  shall  annually,  at  the 
termination  of  each  fiscal  year,  audit,  or  cause  to  be 
audited  by  independent  chartered  public  accountants, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  all  accounts  of  the 
Hospital  and  its  officers,  and  the  audit,  when  completed, 
shall  be  duly  certified  by  the  Committee  and  filed  with 
the  Board. 

11.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  making  periodical  visitation  to  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  Hospital  not  less  than  monthly,  during 
which  visits  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  general 
administration  of  the  Hospital,  and  report  thereon  shall 
be  made  in  writing  to  the  Board. 

12.  Each  Committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  its  chair- 
man, or  of  any  two  of  its  members. 

CHAPTER  III. 

ORDER,  OF  BUSINESS 

The  Order  of  Business  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
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of  Trustees,  except  when  otherwise  ordered  shall  be : 

1.  Reading  of  minutes. 

2.  Report  of  officers. 

3.  Report  of  committees. 

4.  Original  resolutions. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous. 

7.  Election  of  officers. 

A majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

SYSTEM  OF  ACCOUNTS 

The  System  of  Office  and  Financial  accounting  shall 
comprise  the  following: 

1.  A cash  Book-Journal  Ledger  and  Check  Register 
showing  plainly  and  accurately,  at  any  time,  all  the  re- 
ceipts, disbursements  and  the  balance  of  available 
funds. 

2.  An  Indigent  Patient  Board  Ledger  and  a Private 
Patient  Board  Ledger,  showing  all  the  accounts  for 
board  of  patients. 

3.  Special  Appropriation  Voucher  Record  Ledger  and 
Analysis  Book,  showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
pertaining  to  each  Special  Appropriation  Account,  to- 
gether with  the  analysis  of  the  expenditures. 

4.  Voucher  Record  and  Analysis  Book,  which  shall 
show  all  the  purchases  and  expenditures  chargeable  to 
maintenance  properly  analyzed  under  appropriate  head- 
ings monthly. 

5.  Time  Sheets  and  Pay-roll  sheets  showing  the  time 
of  service,  rate,  and  amount  paid  each  individual.  Pay- 
Roll  Analysis  Sheets  showing  aggregate  amount  re- 
ceived by  each  individual  during  the  year,  analyzed  un- 
der appropriate  headings. 

6.  Analysis  of  cash  receipts  showing  the  analysis  of 
cash  received  from  sales,  etc.,  under  similar  headings  to 
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those  used  in  the  Voucher  Record  and  Analysis  Book. 

7.  A warrant  to  be  given  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
in  his  absence  by  the  Steward,  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
for  the  payment  of  all  disbursements. 

8.  The  Treasurer  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Trus- 
tees all  receipts  and  disbursements,  returning  the  war- 
rants as  vouchers  for  disbursements;  said  report  and 
vouchers  to  be  examined  by  the  Trustees  or  their  proper 
committee,  and  when  correct,  the  vouchers  cancelled 
and  filed  with  the  report. 

9.  All  moneys  received  by  the  Superintendent  or  resi- 
dent hospital  officers  shall  be  immediately  paid  to  the 
Steward  and  by  him  immediately  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

STOREROOM  ACCOUNTING 

1.  Triplicate  Order  Sheets  shall  be  used  by  the  Ste- 
ward in  making  all  purchases.  The  office  sheets  shall 
be  so  devised  as  to  show  the  unfilled,  filled  and  invoiced 
orders. 

2.  Stock  Sheets  shall  be  used  showing  the  quantity 
of  each  supply  or  commodity  received  and  issued,  also 
the  department  to  which  said  issue  is  made,  and  the 
balance  in  stock. 

3.  Requisition  Blanks  shall  be  signed  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, or  his  authorized  agent,  or  the  Steward,  for 
the  issue  of  all  storeroom  supplies. 

ANNUAL  INVENTORY 

1.  An  Annual  Inventory  shall  be  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  as  of  the  last  day  of  May  in  each 
year  of  all  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property,  including 
betterments  of  the  hospital. 

An  impression  or  carbon  copy  shall  be  taken  and  pre- 
served of  all  accounts  rendered,  of  all  orders  for  sup- 
plies, and  also  of  all  letters  written  on  business  as  well 
as  with  regard  to  patients  and  business  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Accountant  shall  keep  true  and  correct  accounts 
as  designated  by  the  foregoing  system. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

AMENDMENT 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that 
purpose,  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  Trustees  present. 

SECTION  II— REGULATIONS  FOR  RESIDENT 
HOSPITAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Hospital  shall  consist  of  the  super- 
intendent, who  shall  be  the  physician-in-chief,  assistant 
physicians,  steward,  accountant,  matron,  superintendent 
of  the  training  school  for  nurses,  engineer  and  farmer. 
All  officers  other  than  the  Superintendent  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Super- 
intendent. 

No  resident  officer  or  member  of  his  family  shall  be 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  for  the 
supply  of  any  article  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital,  nor 
shall  any  resident  officer  receive  any  gratuity  from  any 
person  dealing  with  the  Hospital,  or  from  any  patient, 
or  visitor,  or  friends  of  any  patient. 

The  Superintendent  may  not  resign  his  position  with- 
out giving  to  the  Board  three  months  written  notice  of 
his  intention  so  to  do. 

No  resident  officer  shall  resign  without  giving  the  Su- 
perintendent one  months  written  notice  of  intention  so 
to  do. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Superintendent  shall  be  the  Physician-in-chief, 
and  the  executive  officer  of  the  Hospital,  and  his  direc- 
tions shall  be  obeyed  by  all  resident  officers  and  em- 
ployees. 

He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the 
buildings,  grounds  and  farm,  including  the  furniture, 
fixtures,  hospital  stores,  and  live  stock,  and  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  all  resident  officers  and  em- 
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plbyees  of  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  by-laws,  and  be 
responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  proper  man- 
agement of  the  Hospital  in  all  its  departments. 

He  shall  nominate  all  the  resident  officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  shall  ap- 
point such  employees  as  he  may  think  proper  and  neces- 
sary for  the  economical  and  efficient  performance  of  the 
business  of  the  Hospital,  in  accordance  with  the  wage 
rules  established  by  the  Committee  on  Employees  and 
Salaries,  and  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  employees 
and  may  discharge  for  cause  at  his  discretion  any  em- 
ployee whom  he  is  authorized  to  engage  or  employ,  and 
may  suspend  any  resident  officer,  for  cause,  such  sus- 
pension to  be  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee,  or 
to  the  Board  if  in  session,  for  final  action  thereon. 

All  correspondence  regarding  patients  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  the  name  of  the  Superintendent,  or  by  his  au- 
thority and  directions,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  per- 
manently filed. 

He  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  all  officers  and  employees,  subject  to  these 
By-Laws  and  Regulations  and  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  as  the  good  order  and  efficient  administra- 
tion of  the  institution  may  require,  and  each  person  em- 
ployed shall  be  furnished  with  a printed  copy  of  the 
same. 

He  shall  supervise  all  Hospital  activities  and  shall 
give  such  instructions  as  he  may  deem  best  calculated 
to  maintain  good  order,  economy  and  efficiency  in  every 
department,  but,  so  far  as  is  possible,  he  shall  delegate 
the  details  of  non-medical  duties  to  the  heads  of  the  va- 
rious departments  under  his  supervision. 

He  shall  maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  those 
employed  in  the  institution  and  enforce  strict  compli- 
ance with  his  instructions  and  uniform  obedience  to  all 
rules  and  regulations. 

He  shall  give  special  attention  to  developing  a high 
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grade  of  medical  service  that  will  make  for  good  medi- 
cal care  and  nursing  of  patients,  the  improved  study  of 
insanity  by  modern  methods  and  the  maintenance  of 
complete  medical  records.  He  shall  encourage  any  form 
of  laboratory  work  that  may  be  helpful  in  either  pro- 
moting the  welfare  of  patients,  or  furthering  medical 
research. 

He  shall  hold  not  less  than  four  medical  staff-meet- 
ings  weekly  for  the  study  of  new  patients,  cases  to  be 
discharged,  and  other  medical  or  administrative  prob- 
lems that  may  arise. 

He  shall  see  that  all  new  patients  are  given  thorough 
medical  examination  within  the  first  twenty-four  hours 
of  hospital  residence,  and  shall  keep  informed  concern- 
ing the  condition  of  all  critical  cases. 

He  shall  direct  and  supervise  the  work  of  the  training 
school  for  nurses  and  attendants,  for  the  primary  object 
of  improving  the  nursing  standards  of  the  Hospital. 

He  shall  annually  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  their  consideration  and  transmittal  to 
the  Committee  on  Lunacy,  Board  of  Public  Charities, 
and  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  a report  con- 
taining full  and  minute  details  from  records  of  the  Hos- 
pital of  the  fiscal  year,  and  accompany  it  with  a con- 
densed report  of  facts,  observations  and  opinions,  and 
the  condition  and  needs  of  the  institution. 

He  shall  keep  and  maintain  the  medical  records  of 
the  Hospital  so  that  they  shall  embrace  full  statistical 
particulars,  and  a careful  and  thorough  account  of  the 
physical  and  mental  state  of  each  patient  at  the  time  of 
admission  and  discharge,  with  dates  of  each  and  cause 
of  discharge,  the  medical  treatment  pursued  and  the 
conditions  and  changes  while  in  the  Hospital,  together 
with  such  facts  as  are  useful  and  usual  in  the  records  of 
such  institutions. 

He  shall  keep  a book  in  which  he  shall  cause  to  be 
entered  at  the  time  of  the  reception  of  any  patient  the 
name,  residence,  occupation,  the  date  of  admission,  by 
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whom  brought,  by  what  authority  and  upon  whose  pe- 
tition committed,  and  an  abstract  of  all  orders,  war- 
rants, requests,  petitions,  certificate,  and  other  papers 
accompanying  each  person. 

DUTIES  OF  ASSISTANT  PHYSICIANS. 

The  Assistant  Physicians  shall  be  graduates  of  a reg- 
ular school  of  medicine  of  recognized  authority  and 
standing.  They  shall  act  as  the  immediate  medical  at- 
tendants upon  the  patients  in  the  various  departments 
assigned  them  by  the  Superintendent. 

They  shall  attend  to  the  prescription  of  medicines  and 
see  that  they  are  properly  administered.  Whenever  it 
becomes  necessary  to  forcibly  give  food  or  medicine  by 
stomach  or  nasal  tube,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  admin- 
ister it. 

They  shall  visit  the  wards  regularly  as  the  Superin- 
tendent requires  and  as  much  oftener  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

They  shall  look  after  the  service  of  food,  patients’ 
dietary,  bathing  of  patients,  the  sanitary  conditions, 
temperature  and  ventilation  of  the  wards,  and  shall  re- 
port to  the  Superintendent  any  defects  or  irregularities 
with  relation  thereto. 

They  shall  see  that  all  the  directions  of  the  Superin- 
tendent in  regard  to  care  and  treatment  of  patients  are 
promptly  and  faithfully  carried  out,  and  shall  report  to 
the  Superintendent  any  cases  of  misconduct  or  abuses 
vchich  may  come  under  their  observation  or  of  which 
they  may  have  knowledge. 

They  shall  assist  at  any  entertainments  given  for  the 
benefit  of  patients,  and  in  every  way  possible  aid  in  the 
successful  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 

They  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent, 
aid  In  keeping  the  records,  preparing  statistics,  conduct- 
ing correspondence  and  attending  to  visitors.  They  shall 
render  any  other  service  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

One  of  the  Assistant  Physicians  shall  be  designated 
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Senior  Assistant  Physician  by  the  Superintendent,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  upon  such  des- 
ignation shall  represent  and  act  in  the  stead  of  the 
Physician-in-chief,  as  the  chief  medical  officer  of  the 
Hospital  in  the  absence  of  the  Physician-in-chief. 

STEWARD. 

He  shall  be  the  Superintendent’s  assistant  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  business  affairs  of  the  Hospital,  and 
under  his  direction  and  subject  to  the  established  regu- 
lations, shall  be  accountable  for  the  careful  keeping  and 
economical  use  of  all  the  furniture,  supplies,  stores, 
equipment  or  other  articles  provided  for  the  Hospital. 

He  shall  make  all  awards  for  purchases  as,  and  when 
authorized,  and  preserve  the  bills  and  receipts  thereof, 
and  keep  full  and  accurate  account  of  the  same. 

He  shall  give  a bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  trust,  in  the  sum  of  at  least  $10,000,  the  same  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

He  shall  prepare  and  keep  the  pay-rolls  of  the  Hos- 
pital. 

He  shall  maintain  a system  of  accounts  in  conformity 
with  the  By-Laws  and  any  other  rules  and  regulations 
with  respect  thereto,  which  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Board. 

He  may  disburse  such  funds  locally  as  shall  be  paid 
to  him  by  the  Treasurer  upon  warrant  therefor. 

He  shall  keep  the  accounts  for  the  support  of  patients 
and  expenses  incurred  in  their  behalf.  * 

He  shall  render  bills  quarterly  for  the  support  of  pri- 
vate and  indigent  patients. 

He  shall  make  frequent  inspection  of  the  farm,  gar- 
den, bakery,  kitchen,  laundry,  store-room  and  all  opera- 
tive and  industrial  departments,  and  exercise  a surveil- 
lance over  all  employees  in  these  departments. 
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He  shall  see  that  all  ordinary  repairs  are  promptly 
made,  that  the  property  of  the  Hospital  is  not  wasted  or 
injured,  and  that  supplies  are  promptly  issued.  All  re- 
quisitions for  food  supplies  shall  be  approved  by  him, 
and  shall  not  exceed  the  per  capita  allowances. 

He  shall  keep  account  of  the  products  of  the  farm 
and  the  disposition  made  of  them. 

He  shall  be  held  responsible  for  all  supplies  to  pa- 
tients, especially  in  the  way  of  food  and  clothing,  as  re- 
gards their  quality  and  quantity. 

All  supplies  shall  be  issued  upon  requisition  signed  by 
the  Superintendent,  his  authorized  agent,  or  the  Ste- 
ward and  shall  be  given  out  by  count,  weight  or  meas- 
ure, and  accurate  account  kept  of  the  same. 

He  shall  keep  his  accounts  in  such  form  as  may  be  di- 
rected by  the  Board,  and  books  with  vouchers  shall  be 
balanced  regularly,  and  be  open  to  inspection  by  the 
Board,  the  Superintendent,  and  such  other  persons  as 
may  be  designated  by  statute  or  by  the  Board. 

Requisitions  for  supplies  made  upon  the  Steward  shall 
state  whether  they  are  to  supply  articles  worn  out,  de- 
stroyed, or  a deficiency. 

He  shall  exercise  special  supervision  over  the  account- 
ant, clerks  and  assistants  in  his  department. 

While  relieving  the  Superintendent  of  many  of  the 
details  and  much  of  the  routine  of  the  business  manage- 
ment, he  shall  consult  with  yhim  frequently  in  order  to 
maintain  harmony,  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  institution. 

He  shall  render  any  other  service  required  by  the 
Superintendent. 

ACCOUNTANT. 

The  Accountant  shall  be  the  assistant  to  the  Steward, 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Steward  in  the  absence 
or  disability  of  the  Steward  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Steward  or  Su- 
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perintendent.  He  shall  give  a bond,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  in  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  trust. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  NURSES. 

She  shall  be  the  Superintendent’s  representative  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  branch  of  the  service,  and 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  her  by 
the  Superintendent. 

MATRON. 

The  Matron  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  as- 
signed her  by  the  Superintendent. 

ENGINEER. 

He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent, 
have  the  detailed  management  of  all  operations  con- 
nected with  furnishing  heat,  light,  power  and  water  for 
the  hospital,  and  shall  have  oversight  over  the  plumb- 
ing, sewage  disposal  plant,  and  telephone  system. 

He  shall  organize  and  maintain  a fire  brigade  among 
the  hospital  employees  and  keep  all  aparatus  for  this 
service  in  first-class  condition. 

He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  as- 
signed him  by  the  Superintendent. 

FARMER. 

He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent, 
have  the  detailed  management  of  the  farm,  garden, 
grounds,  farm  livestock,  poultry,  farm  implements, 
fences  and  outbuildings.  He  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Superintendent.

Admission  of  Patients 

1.  The  admission  of  patients  is  governed  by  law,  and  the  at- 
tention of  applicants  is  directed  to  the  following  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  8,  1883,  to-wit: 

“No  person  shall  be  received  as  a patient  for  treatment  or  for 
detention  into  any  house  or  place  where  more  than  one  person  is 
detained  1'or  compensation,  without  a certificate  signed  by  at  least 
two  physicians,  residents  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  have  been  ac- 
tually in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  at  least  five  years,  both  of 
whom  shall  certify  that  they  have  examined  separately  the  person 
alleged  to  be  insane,  and  after  such  an  examination  had  do  verily 
believe  the  person  is  insane,  and  that  the  disease  is  of  a character, 
which,  in  their  opinion,  requires  that  the  person  should  be  placed 
in  a Hospital  or  other  establishment  where  the  insane  are  detained 
for  care  and  treatment  and  that  they  are  not  related  by  blood  or 
marriage  to  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  nor  in  any  way  con- 
nected as  a medical  attendant  or  otherwise  with  the  Hospital  or 
other  establishment  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  place  such  person.” 

The  certificate  above  provided  for  shall  be  made  within  one 
week  of  the  examination  of  the  patient  and  within  two  weeks  of 
the  time  of  admission  of  the  patient,  and  shall  be  duly  sworn  to 
or  affirmed  before  a judge  or  magistrate  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  the  county  where  such  person  has  been  examined,  who  shall 
certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signatures,  and  to  the  standing 
and  good  repute  of  the  signers,  and  any  person  falsely  certifying 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  also  liable, 
civilly,  to  the  party  aggrieved. 

No  person  alleged  to  be  insane  shall  be  received  into  any  house 
for  treatment  or  detention  unless  at  the  time  of  such  reception 
the  person  or  persons  at  whose  instance  the  person  is  received 
shall  by  writing  signed,  state  that  the  person  is  being  removed  and 
is  to  be  retained  at  his  or  her  request  under  belief  that  such  de- 
tention is  necessary  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane  person. 

There  shall  also  be  delivered  to  the  person  or  persons  having 
supervision  or  charge  of  the  house  a written  statement  of  the  fol- 
lowing facts  relative  to  the  person  to  be  detained,  signed  by  the 
person  or  persons  at  whose  instance  the  insane  person  is  being  re- 
moved and  detained,  or  if  the  facts  be  not  known  it  shall  be  so 
stated : 
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(1)  The  name. 

(2)  Age. 

(3)  Residence  for  the  past  year,  or  for  such  thereof  as 
is  known. 

(4)  Occupation,  trade  or  employment. 

(5)  Parents,  if  living. 

(6)  Husband  or  wife. 

(7)  Children. 

(8)  Brothers  and  sisters,  and  the  residence  of  each  of 
these  persons. 

(9)  If  not  more  than  one  of  these  classes  is  known,  the 
names  and  residence  of  such  of  the  next  degree  of  relatives  that 
are  known. 

(10)  A statement  of  the  time  at  which  the  insanity  has 
been  supposed  to  exist,  and  the  circumstances  that  induce  the  be- 
lief that  insanity  exists. 

(11)  Name  and  address  of  all  medical  attendants  of  the 
patient  during  the  last  two  years. 

2.  Whenever  a patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of 
any  Court,  Justice,  Judge,  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  a county,  or 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  a township  or  poor  district,  the  order 
or  warrant,  or  a copy  thereof,  by  which  such  person  is  sent,  shall 
be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

3.  All  insane  persons,  residing  in  the  district,  who  apply  for 
admission  with  proper  papers,  and  are  willing  and  able  to  pay  their 
expenses  shall  be  admitted  and  furnished  accommodations.  Pay- 
ment of  board  for  thirteen  weeks  in  advance  shall  be  made  for 
such  patient  when  brought  to  the  Hospital. 

4.  Each  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean 
and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

5.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new 
shirts,  a new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of  strong 
woolen  cloth,  three  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a black  stock  or  cravat, 
a good  hat  or  cap,  a pair  of  new  shoes  or  boots,  together  wtih  a 
comfortable  outside  garment. 

6.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quality  of 
under-garments,  shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a flannel  petticoat, 
two  good  dresses,  also  a coat  or  other  outside  garment.  In  case 
the  patient  is  so  much  excited  as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus 
clothed,  other  clothing  that  can  be  kept  on  that  is  comfortable  and 
in  sufficient  quantities,  with  a change  thereof,  may  be  substituted. 
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7.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be 
sent  with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  im- 
proved, and  when  they  attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out, 
their  self-respect  may  be  preserved.  In  all  cases  the  patients’  best 
clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully  preserved,  and  only 
used  when  it  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  above  men- 
tioned. Jewelery  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives  and 
like  property,  should  be  left  at  home. 

8.  A written  history  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if 
possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  patient  should  accompany 
him  or  her  to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute,  but  often,  essential 
particulars  may  be  learned. 

9.  The  price  of  boarding,  including  washing,  mending  and  at- 
tention for  all  who  are  supported  by  the  authorities  of  the  counties 
and  townships,  will  be  the  amount  required  by  law.  For  private 
patients  hereafter  admitted,  the  price  of  board,  attendance  and 
treatment  will  vary  from  five  dollars  a week  upwards,  according 
to  expense  incurred.  For  patients  sent  by  the  public  authorities, 
payment  will  be  required  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  private  patients,  one  quarterly  payment  for 
board  and  expense  must  be  made  in  advance  and  a bond  given  with 
approved  security  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  future  quarterly 
installments  in  like  manner  and  also  for  the  removal  of  the  patient 
when  discharged,  which  bond  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Superin- 
tendent to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  In  the  absence  of  such 
quarterly  payment  in  advance  and  the  accompanying  bond  as 
aforesaid,  the  patient  shall  not  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  see  that  the  collection  of 
said  bonds,  according  to  their  condition,  is  strictly  enforced. 

11.  Tn  case  of  death,  the  parties  responsible  for  the  expenses 
of  the  patient  will  be  notified  by  letter  or  telegraph,  and  if  no  re- 
sponse is  received  the  patient  will  be  cared  for  as  the  law  directs. 

ANATOMICAL  LAW  ENACTED  JUNE  13,  1883. 

Sec.  2.  All  public  officers,  agents  and  servants,  and  all  officers, 
agents  and  servants  of  any  and  every  county,  city,  township,  bor- 
ough, district  and  other  municipality  and  of  any  and  every  alms- 
house, prison,  morgue,  hospital,  or  other  public  institution  having 
charge  or  control  over  dead  human  bodies  required  to  be  buried  at 
the  public  expense,  are  hereby  required  to  notify  the  said  board 
of  distribution,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  designated  by  said  board,  or  its  duly  authorized  officer,  or  agent, 
whenever  any  such  body  or  bodies  come  into  his  or  their  posses- 
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sion,  charge  or  control,  and  shall,  without  fee  or  reward,  deliver 
such  body  or  bodies,  and  permit  and  suffer  the  said  board  and  its 
agents,  and  the  physicians  and  surgeons  from  time  to  time  desig- 
nated by  them,  who  may  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
to  take  and  remove  all  such  bodies  to  be  used  within  this  state  for 
the  advancement  of  medical  science;  but  no  such  notice  need  be 
given,  nor  shall  any  such  body  be  delivered  if  any  person  claiming 
to  be  and  satisfying  the  authorities  in  charge  of  said  body  that  he 
or  she  is  of  kindred  or  is  related  by  marriage  to  the  deceased,  shall 
claim  the  said  body  for  burial,  but  it  shall  be  surrendered  for  in- 
terment, nor  shall  the  notice  be  given  or  body  be  delivered  if  such 
deceased  person  was  a traveler  who  died  suddenly,  in  which  case 
the  said  body  shall  be  buried.” 

“Persons  voluntarily  placing  themselves”  in  the  Hospital,  “and 
who  may  be  suffering  from  nervous  diseases,  threatening  mental 
disorder,  may”  (under  the  Act  of  May  10,  1893),  “be  received  for 
a period  of  one  month  or  less,  by  an  agreement  which  shall  also 
specify  the  time,  signed  by  them  at  the  time  of  admission,  and 
they  may  renew  said  agreement  at  the  end  of  one  month,  but  no 
agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize  their  remaining  unless 
signed  in  the  presence  of  some  adult  person  attending  as  a friend 
of  the  person  applying  in  the  presence  of  and  also  by  the  medical 
attendant.”

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

A training  course  is  open  to  all  women  and  by  special  arrange- 
ment to  qualified  men.  The  course  of  instruction,  which  covers  a 
period  of  two  years,  consists  of  recitations  from  text  books,  dem- 
onstrations by  the  Superintendent  of  nurses  and  others,  lectures 
and  instruction  by  the  Hospital  Medical  Staff. 

Nurses  and  attendants  are  allowed  two  weeks’  annual  vacation, 
with  pay,  if  service  is  continuous.  Extra  pay  is  not  granted  if  the 
vacation  is  not  taken.  Written  notice  of  intention  to  leave  the 
service  is  required  two  weeks  before  departure.  All  employees  are 
expected  to  serve  one  month  on  probation,  at  regular  pay,  before 
obtaining  a permanent  position. 

Women  nurses  receive  $20.00  monthly  for  the  first  year; 
$23.00  monthly  during  the  second  year.  Upon  graduation  from  the 
training  school  the  pay  is  raised  to  $28.00  monthly  and  further  in- 
creases can  be  expected  dependent  upon  character  of  service  and 
length  of  employment. 

Male  attendants  receive  $24.00  monthly  for  the  first  six  months, 
with  a raise  of  $2.00  for  each  six  months’  continuous  and  satis- 
factory service  until  the  rate  of  $32.00  is  reached.  Further  in- 
creases can  be  expected,  dependent  upon  length  and  character  of 
service.  • 

Nursing  among  the  insane  requires,  besides  the  fundamental 
qualities  of  honesty,  trustworthiness,  temperance  and  diligence,  the 
special  qualities  of  patience,  good  temper  and  sympathy.  Those 
who  lack  these  traits  would  better  not  apply  for  positions,  for  they 
will  not  succeed  in  the  work.
